It 
simply asked that the three nurses 
be kept at their present work, un- 
der the city’s supervision. and said 
the society would guarantee their 
Salaries, $1200 a vyvear each, until 
further notice, or until the city could 
do so. Mayor Kiel did not reply, but 
his secretary talked to Jones 
the telephone, and asked that 
lar letters be sent to 
‘Nolte and President 
Board of Aldermen, 
| Nolte Replies to Offer. 

A reply was received from 
this morning. He 
the city’s financtal 
erated his assertion that he had 
‘dealt liberally with the Nurses’ 
Board, as compared with other 
departments, and reaffirmed his de- 
cision that three of the 29 nurses 
must be dropped, in so far as 
| city’s paying them is concerned. 

In conclusion he added: “Should
